In a statement at Louisville last 
night IJeutanant Otovemor & Thrw- 
ton Ballard said he wo^ a«k Qov- ' 
emor Monow to call aa extra ses- 
sion ot the Kentucky Lagtslature tor 
this winter. 

The first purpose of a special ses- 
sion, Mr. Ballard explained, would be 
to arrange for funds for building 
roads. He would obtato these tunda 
through taxing coal aad oil, largely. 

In the opinion of the Lieutenant 
Qovemor, coal should bear a tax of 10 
cento a ton. This, he said yesterday, 
would yield to the state about $3,000,- 
000 annually. 

Mr. Ballard had not made bis 
mind deflnltoly on the amount oil 
should be taxed, but said "It ahoold 
'be a plenty," especially to view ot 
the high prices oil to now bringing. 

Failure of the whisky tax of 60 
cents a gallon, levied by the last Leg- 
islature, to hold, made It Imperative 
to make other arrangements for rais- 
ing funds for road building, Mr. Bal- 
lard explained. It waa estimated that 
the whisky tax yould yteld $16,000,000 
for roads, but the law Imposing It waa 
held uncoiistttutional by the Kantucky 
Court of Appeals. 

"We Republicans can't afford to let 
these four years ot Republican con- 
trol in the slate drift by without ac- 
complishing something big for Kan- 
tucky." Mr. Ballard said, 'and one ot 
the biggest things we can do Is put 
into operatton the machtoery tor good 
roads. I totaad to have a oontorenoa 
with the Governor at the earliest pos- 
sible moment and suggest that he call 
a special session of the Legislature 
for this winter."

BOOSEVKLT'S OUAN OAMPAIGN. 

Till' Cox-Hoosevi'lt idea of a clean campaign is set forth by the 
Republioiii Ihiblicity Ass( . iation through its Preaident, Hon. Joua- 
thaii Bourne, Jr., as follows: 

"On election i ve P. D. Kooaevelt, Democratic candidate for viee- 
preaident, laid the flattering unction unto his party's soul that it had 
conducted a clean campaign. Ordinarily it is not important that the 
victor should notice the pre-election statements of the vanquished, 
but young Mr. Roosevelt 'a statement ia one which demands refuta- 
tion. 

"It is doubtful if a dirtier, yellower campaign was ever conduct- 
ed in the histoty of American politics than that which was sponsored 
in one way or another by the Demooratic party from the day of Mr. 
Oqx's acceptance jqpeeeh up to the utter rout of hypoeriqr 6a No- 
vember 2nd. 

"There seemed to be no limit in lexicon or legerdemain wUoh 
was not sought by the champions of Jlessrs. Cox and P. D. Roosevelt 
in the campaign raeently closed. Slander and viMication were ex- 
ploited to their uttermost depths by these ipen. Wey called "Warren 
Harding a brewer, a creature of rapaeioua profiteen, a weaklmg and 
a snob. They repeatedly impugned his honesty. They at length de- 
scended to the lowest level of personal abuse by circulating lying 
leaflets concerning his blood and his parentage. Tliey called the 
Senate leader of the Republicans a base conspirator and the most de- 
spised man in America. They accused the Republican party with 
attempting to purchase' the electioi/, an insult alike to the Hepub 
lioans and the voters. They charged that party with conniving with 
Kaiser Wilhelm to keep the United States out Of the league of na- 
tions; with a plot to debauch the U. S. Supreme Court in that Hard- 
ing, if elected, would appoint judges to that august body whose 
decisions would be hawked in the market place ; with appealing to the 
hyphenated vote and ignoring the Ainericiiii vote; with planning the 
rule of the bayonet and the reign of the mailed fist. In their despera-
